T he first prime m in ister actu ally bu ried and 
commemorated in the abbev, says the L ondon 
Saturday U eview . 
w as C hatham . 
N eith er 
lla rley nor W alpole, to w hom th e title o f pre­ 
mier was lirst applied in au in vid iou s sen se, 
are commemorated, though H orace W alp ole 
placed a statute in the. south a isle o f H en ry 
V il.'s chapel to m e 
m em ory ot his m other, 
the lirst w ile of th e m in ister, 
p ayin g, a.s h e 
grudgingly no!es, £40 for the site to tne d ean 
and chapter. 
W alpole's rival, tftanhoue- 
m s statue, though lie is buried at C ilevellin g, 
and his m onum ent 
a t th e en tran ce o f the 
choir, over against that o f Sir Isaac N ew to n , 
m ay be taken as the earliest preced en t for th e 
intended U eaeonstield 
m em orial. 
C om )don 
and Carteret, w ho m ay be accounted p rem iers 
at one time or another a lter the fa ll o f W al­ 
pole and before the rise of C hatham , are n ot 
commemorated, but P u lten ey , E arl o f H ath, 
and his fam ily are buried in the Isltp ch ap el. 
P u lteney was never 
prem ier 
in the m od ern 
sen se of the. word. 
Dure is u n m en tion ed in 
the abbey records; 
liock in gh am and N orth 
and Liverpool are eq u ally w ith ou t n otice. U u t 
to Chatham was assign ed the honor o f a con ­ 
test between W estm inster and L ou d on for the 
possession of his body. 
T he citizen s w o u ld 
have buried him in their great cathedral, and, 
as 
llo ra w 
W alpole observes, 
w o u ld h ave 
"robbed Peter to pay P au l." T h ey urged th at 
h e had contributed so m uch by his vigor and 
conusels to tlie protection o f com m erce, 
th at 
th ey ougnt to be allow ed to 
oiler him 
th is 
m ark of gratitude anil veneration. 
It m u st be 
adm itted, in the face o f su b seq u en t ev en ts, 
that, not only would 
there have beeu 
a cer­ 
tain appropriateness in this m ak ing th e tom b 
o f the great com m oner in the city, but 
also 
that.it would there Jun e occupied a m ore d is­ 
tinguished pu-ition 
than it 
does am on g

QUEBEC 5 FLAMES. 


Danger of the Entire Destruction of the 
6 
Oity. 
Qt EHKf, June 0.—One of those destructive 
fires to which Quebec is so subject, broke out 
at; eleven p. m., in the midst of St. John’s 
suburb, midway between St. Roche’s and the 
upper town. 
The tire originated in a small 
wooden bouse on Oliver street and immedi­ 
ately spread to the adjoining buildings. The 
tire brigade became demoralized and lost all 
eontrofol' themselves aud the fire. At 2 o'clock 
this morning St. John's church, Roman Cath­ 
olic, the largest in the city, worth 6100,000, 
was burning and six hundred houses were 
destroyed, some of brick and stone, but the 
majority w ere poor and small aud of wood. 
Till? loss so far must be over three quarters of 
a million certainly. 
One thousand families 
are homeless. The fire is still spreading. No 
loss of life is reported as yet, but several are 
missing. 
The houseless are camped out in 
the fields surrounding the city. Thieves made 
off with most ol' the property saved from the 
flames, and the fire overtook uearly all the 
remaining movables. 
Half the people in 
town block 
the streets and 
the firemen 
are 
impeded 
ami panic prevails every­ 
where. 
Binning sparks and shingles are fall­ 
ing over the city, and its total wiping out of 
existence is by no m ea.s improbable. A 
number of local insurance companies seem 
to be paralyzed by this disaster. 
The principal streets destroyed are Rich­ 
mond, Latonviile, Oliver, Richelieu and l)ag- 
nillon, running from east to west parallel 
with the river: also St. Jolm, St. Alarie, I)e- 
ligney, St. Clair and Sutherland, miming 
north and south. 
Richmond, Latonviile and 
Oliver were principally inhabited by the 
deini month'. 
In many instances the parties 
burned out owned their residences. 
The 
fire . brigade is miserably inadequate to toe 
wants of the eitv and the 
dicuJously small for such an 


fire followed the unfortunates and burned up 
; most of the goods piled on the grass. 
Burn­ 
ing shingles fell over the city and as far out 
as M aple avenue during .lie night, endan- 
: gering 
every 
part 
of 
town. 
Several 
I incipient fires in different streets were suj> 
■ jiressed by the vigilance of the occupants. 
It 
j is com puted that there must be a loss iff two 
i millions between buildings, stock and furni- 
tore. 
Over 1,500 families rendered homeless, 
! at least 600 buildings are destroyed. 
It is 
j impossible to give a full or correct list of the 
sufferers and 
losses and insurance at the 
present m om ent but all the insurance com­ 
panies doing business in the city are heavy 
losers. 
T he tire brigade and apparatus were 
quite unlit to cope with such a fire and to its 
weakness and wretched water service the 
whole disaster is clue. 
Even the police aud firemen are. to a great 
extent demoralized. Daring robbery was car­ 
ried on freely| in full sight of everybody. 
Liquor stores and private dwellings attacked 
by Haines were ransacked for liquor which 
was openly drunk. The lowest class of citi­ 
zens was represented, who frequent the low 
hovels'whose destruction is one of the least re­ 
grettable features of the disaster. Sparks which 
everywhere flew from the burning buildings 
were them selves a terrible source of danger 
to the rest ol' the city. It w as a common 
sight to see mens’ coats anil hats ablaze from 
burning pieces of shingles which lighted on 
them. 
T he wind being from the north drove 
the tire rapidly in the direction of St. John’s 
church and various contrary' local currents 
scattered the cinders around in every direc­ 
tion. 
T he brigade found the fire utterly un­ 
manageable.

GLADSTONE AND IRELAND. 
• 


The political situation is becoming moinen- 
j tarily more serious and critical in Ireland. It 
j is the chief topic of conversation in England 
| and is discussed in parliament, on the street 
and in periodicals and newspapers. The ques­ 
tion is rapidly coining to a focus, and in the 
near future m ust be decided one way or. the 
other. 
T here w ill now be no dodging it. 
The condition or alfairs must be know’h ex­ 
actly, and law s which are wise, humane and 
justm ust be exacted. 
A fearful responsibil­ 
ity rests on the English government, and up­ 
on Gladstone particularly the burden is heavy 
and the question a m ost difficult one for him 
to decide. 


In Ireland there are two parties apparently 
distinct, though in reality both have the same 
general intentions and purposes. 
Pam ell and 
his followers are openly for war measures. 
They are the leaders of the land league, anil 
have suprem e control over the Irish tenantzy at 
the present tim e. They are bold in their dec­ 
larations and do m uch to keep alive the discon­ 
tent which has now assumed such grave pro­ 
portions. 
P arn ell counsels his followers to 
resist vi et a rm is the power of landlords, and 
his land league m a y be held responsible for 
those recent riots whi/*h have taken place in 
counts' Clare.

The other p arty in Ireland is represented 
by Bishop Croke. 
H is grace has lately given 
advice to the Irish, which if heeded would 
save much m rn ecescrv violence, and would 
do much to fu rth er a ■•»«refill consideration of 
the subject. 
X everthi **ss this party is as 
much in earnest as tiiat of Parnell. Croke 
and his follow ers are determined upon pro­ 
curing radical changes for their country, and 
it is only the m eans they would employ which 
differ. 
Both parties are outspoken in their 
demands; and both have large numbers of 
followers. 


Gladstone, has much to contend against in 
discussing the question with these parties. 
They ;tre hot.headed, and no doubt have 
strong argum ents to use which are based on 
facts. 
It is fortunate, however, for England, 
and it will be a blessing to Ireland, that a 
statesman of such broad views and general 
knowledge of the question is at present in a 
position to fram e measures of relief. 
And it 
is the general opinion that Gladstone is doing 
the best for Iteland. 
It cannot be expected 
of him to im m ediately reform abuses; nor 
can he give im m ediate relief where there has 
long been oppression. 
At his command pros­ 
perity cannot come to all, nor will the rela­ 
tion of landlord and tenant bo immediately 
pleasant. 
lie can only offer measures des­ 
tined to give legal redress. 
If the.se will only 
be accepted the question of Ireland's wrongs 
may yet be am icably settled. 


The condition of the Irish people is such 
at the present lim e th at the question of their 
wrongs is apt to excite and render them des­ 
perate and reckless. 
They areJnclLqed to be­ 
lieve that foi'ce and not reasoli will avail the 
most. 
They’ are ready on the slightest provo­ 
cation to fight against any odds, and any 
measures w hich are enacted, serve to arouse 
their suspicions and render them more unreas­ 
onable than before. 
W hat Ireland needs is to 
hope; hope th a t w rongs.are really to be right-, 
ed and that the fu tu re is to be brighter. 
They 
are now cast down, despondent, and distrust all 
intentions of the government. 
Gladstone is 
the one to oiler and to give remedies. 
His 
land bill will do m uch to restore happiness 
and contentm ent. 


RISTOIIY OF A CRIME. 


There will alw ays be a diversity of opinions 
regarding the abilities possessed by Jefferson 
Davis. 
H e h a s m any followers and there are 
not a few w ho believe that history will place 
him in her ran k s by the side of W ashington 
and Lincoln. 
H e vvas a leader in a cause 
which m any believed and still believe was 
heaven-born, righteous and just; and there is 
always a feeling of compassionate regard con­ 
nected w ith one who has fought and lost. 


The ex-president of the southern confeder­ 
acy has entered the ranks as a historian of the 
rebellion. 
T here have been published many 
histories of the w ar by officers of the federal 
forces; nearly every move and every plan of 
Grant 
and 
Sherm an 
has 
been 
dis­ 
cussed 
and 
analyzed, 
but 
there 
has 
been no connected account of the movements 
and the plans of those generals who were con­ 
spicuous in the confederate ranks. 
The 
thoughts of the southern people, their opin­ 
ions of the w ar both during anil before it, 
have received b u t slight notice, and it is for 
this reason th at the history o£ Jefferson 
Davis will com m and attention. It throws 
much light m oreover on various questions. It 
i- ¡'.‘eom iugand proper that he should tell the 
st m y <>f a cause w ith w hich he w as closely 
connecieu, 
! ¡i -iinnId be listened to with re­ 
spect even by those who cannot agree with the 
conclusions nor approve of the ideas advanc­ 
ed by the w riter. 
The causes which led to 
the war, and the lessons it taught deserve 
careful attention. 
There is no better way to 
avoid calam ities than to study the cause of 
those which have come and gone. 
Doth sides 
of a question are necessary to be known in or­ 
der that a history of events may be complete, 
ami 
w hatever 
the 
belief 
of 
the 
ex­ 
leader of 
southern feeling and 
thought 
may 
have 
had, 
or 
now 
has, 
it 
is 
a valuable contribution tc. the history of 
our country to have his opinions written by 
himself before he leaves the scene of his ac­ 
tions for ever. 


In his w ork Mr. Davis reviews the lost 
cause throughly anil carefully, and defends 
it with fervor. 
The 
confederacy is still 
depr to him . 
H e -asserts vigorously the 
righteousness of the principles for which the 
southern people fought, and defends every 
position token by the leaders before the war. 
He declares secession as the right of the peo­ 
ple and the corner stone of any possible 
constitutional union, 
lie is as rank a rebel 
as at any period of his life, and it is likely that 
he will carry to the grave his convictions that 
the cause w as a holy one, and that the seces­ 
sion and w ar w ere constitutional. 
He can 
never become reconstructed, and will always 
remain a r«ak and bitter rebel 


Consistency is said to be a jew el. 
A m an 
cannot wrell be criticised for speaking as lie 
believes, nor for acting as his conscience dic­ 
tates. 
B ut for one to ding to conviction, and 
to cherish ideas which hive been proved radi­ 
cally wrong and full o f harm, is not proof o f 
consistency. 
One become,; rather a m onom a­ 
niac and a prig. It. is to ha regretted th a t a 
man of such acknowledged ability as M r. 
Davis should have thro.vn away w hat m ight 
have been a life of usefulness upon a cause 
which contemporary nu-u of as b rilliant in tel­ 
lects ¡is he long since have ceased to th in k 
about, and who particularly have refrained 
from upholding. 
The question of secession 
had a fair trial, and was decided on the fields 
of battle. 
The 
majority 
o f 
southern 
leaders accepted this defeat, 
and 
proved 
themselves 
possessed of 
broader 
views 
than their chief by burying the past anil 
turning their attention to the future. 
Jeffer­ 
son Davis has not accepted the settlem en t of 
the question, and his,history is as earnest as 
his first addresses in the early years of the re­ 
bellion in defence of the cause w hich is lost. 


Nevertheless, as we have said, it is right 
and proper and, it is of political im portance 
that this history by Mr. Davis should have 
been published. 
It wilt undoubtedly becom e 
the accepted expression of Southern thought 
and feeling. . Historians will.consult, it, in the 
futuré and accept it as the best, m ost tru th fu l 
and standard authority of the southern side 
of the struggle. 
The historical portions of 
the work are of-great value, and nearly all the 
important 
questions 
uf 
the days w hen 
secession 
first became, 
a possibility 
are 
discussed fully and carefully. 
Of course 
the southern feeling is seen shining through 
all the opinions, but on this verv account th e 
book become^ of greater value to historians. 
Mr. Davis discusses every leader on either side, 
the election of Lincoln, his ’ intim acy w ith 
Buchanan, which was \ cry intim ate, and the 
surrender of his generals and conclusion of 
the strife. 
While he does not commviniciite 
new facts, and while his reasons fur secession 
are not fresh and original, he yet tolls us m uch 
which will throw light upon the various ques­ 
tions. 
The information given will not incline 
any to believe that the rebellion w as ju st 
or 
th at 
it 
would 
have 
benefited 
any section of the country. 
The conclusion of 
the history where Mr. Davis speaks of the dam ­ 
ages done to American commerce by the confed­ 
erate navy alone must convince any one th at 
the south should be blamed for m uch of the 
loss of prestige we now suffer in foreign com ­ 
merce. 
Mr. Davis says: 
“ In the year lb<l30 
“nerly seventy per cent of the foreign com- 
“nierce oi the country was carried, on in 
“American ships. 
But in con sequel ice of the 
“danger of capture by our cruisers to w hich 
“these ships were exposed the am m ount of 
“ this commerce earned by them had dw indled 
“dowu in 1SC>4 to forty-six per cent. 
It- con­ 
tin u e d to decline after the war, and in 1S72 
“it had fallen to twenty-eight and ;t h alf per 
“cent." 


There is no doubt that he would have con­ 
tinued the w ar aijter the surrender of Lee 
had he been able. 
Indeed, he openly avows 
that 
purpose. 
It is for this 
reason, 
if 
for no other, that history will deny to Jeffer­ 
son Davis the possession of great statesm an­ 
ship.

ENGLAND’S DUTY. 


The 
disturbances 
resulting 
from 
the 
enforcement of the coercion act are very 
serious. 
The government, of E ngland m ust 
exercise the utmost caution or Ireland will be 
thrown into the greatest confusion. 
T he tim e 
seems to have arrived, however, w hen E ng­ 
land m ust act with firmness. 
E ith e r the co­ 
ercion act was necessary or it w as not. 
U n­ 
der its provisions arrests may be m ade on 
mere suspicion, and the governm ent is given 
autocratic power. 
Now if Ireland needed for 
the sake of public safety such extrem e m eas­ 
ures, it m ust be that it is necessary th a t the 
laws should be enforced. 
E ngland has a 
great disturbance to quell. 
It is m ore serious 
than any revolt in the Transvaal, or w ar in 
A fghanistan, ayil Gladstone has certainly 
seen that such foreign revolts cannot be 
quelled by a mere show of authority. 
¡Strong 
decisive measures are necessary, otherw ise 
revolts will continue and the Irish question 
be as far from settlement as ever. 


It is not only, however, on account of ar­ 
rests under the coercion acts th at the tu r­ 
moil continues in Ireland. 
T he increasing , 
troubles are in good part due to the u n re ­ 
lenting eviction of tenants. 
W rits of evic­ 
tion goad the people to madness, and espeei- 
a.ly when they are served the tenants are rew- 
dendered furious, and resort to any acts of 
violence 
their 
passions dictate. 
Serving 
writs is anything but agreeable or safe. 
The 
constabulary, 
with 
the 
aid 
of 
police 
attachm ents, 
proceed 
to 
the. 
ten ­ 
ant's 
cottage 
and 
eject 
the 
oc­ 
cupant 
by 
force. 
The 
ejectors 
per­ 
form their work amid the hootings of the en­ 
raged tenantry and are often at the m ercy of 
the people. 
Missies of every description are 
hurled through the air, and no m atter how 
large the force supporting the officer m ay be, 
the peasants never -seem to fear to give vent 
to their feelings. 


The result is that casualties are of daily oc­ 
currences. 
.Some one is reported in j ured 
nearly every time an ejectment is m ade. Nor 
do the troubles end here; for it is necessary 
to place strong guards over those w ho are 
tem pted to take the buildings from w hich a 
tenant has been ejected. 
It, th u s becom es an 
expensive m atter to serve the w rit of eviction. 
No doubt it is wrong in the ten an ts to resist 
the law, and to disobey the law ful authority. 
But it m ust be remembered th at under the 
coercion and arms bills the landlords have 
great advantages and the people realize this. 
It is not strange that they are rendered des­ 
perate. and there are many reasons w hy it 
would be best to cease serving these w rits of 
ejectm ent until the relations betw een land­ 
lord 
and 
tenant are 
better 
regulated. 
In fact it 
may be 
taken 
for 
granted 
that unless there is less provocation Ireland 
will soon become the seat of a terrible strife. 
W ith each new movement of th e governm ent 
the trouble increases, and as w e have said the 
delay of the government is doing m uch to in­ 
crease the troubles. Decisiveness is necessa­ 
ry. E ither enact new laws giving relief to the 
tenantry at once, or cease to excite and an*

N e w Yohk, June S.—The H erald’s Cork 
j special says alarming reports come from the 
west of county Cork. 
Serious riots and dis­ 
turbances are reported to have occurred at 
■Schull, but the telegraph wires are cut and 
the roads from Schull to Kibbere are tom up 
aud obstructed so that it is impossible to ob­ 
tain authentic news. 
The cause of 
the 
trouble is the intended arrest of Father Mur­ 
phy, the parish priest of Schull, which 
the people set^n determined to resist. The Iasi 
report from Schull says that it is absoluteh 
unknown whether he is to be arrested, but 
the suspicion is very strong. 
Father Murphy 
was more than once seen in the company of 
the police yesterday, and a ilocument of som> 
description handed to bin;. 
.Schull was la:;l 
night thronged with thousands of 
people. 
A man who rode intO'Skibbereen from Sc.hub 
reports that the telegraph wires are lying 
across the roads in several plaecs. 
T he tear­ 
ing up of the roads is attributed to the fear 
that the 
priest might 
be conveyed 
by 
a different route from Skibbereen. Father 
Murphy addressed a large multitude last night 
from his hall door, and from his language in 
cautioning the people to depart in peace lie 
left a considerable suspicion on the mind of 
his audience. 
A rumor was prevalent that 
several houses in Schull had been wrecked, 
and 
that 
the 
horses 
and 
cars 
which 
were used for the arrest of Henry O’Mahoney, 
the **sus|>ect,M arrested on Saturday, had beuu 
throw'll into the harbor of Schull, 
To-night 
at ten o’clock a special train left Cork with ;i 
large number of troops 
for Skibbereeu, 
whence the journey will have to be accom­ 
plished by road. 
The district is a wild and 
inaccessible one, and has been notorious as a 
hold of Fenianism. 


Home Missionary Society. 


C h ic a g o , June S.— At the m eeting o f the 
Home Missionary society liev. XV. M. Bur­ 
rows, of Salt Lake City, spoke on Mormon- 
ism.

Neither the w histle of the 
locomotive, the death of Brigham Young, nor 
the supreme court had destroyed it. It should 
be put. down now by an aroused people, for 
it would not die of itself. 
Nearly all the 
ofiices are now filled by polygamists in Utah. 
There are no free schools in the territo ry ; 
ignorance is the soil on which Mormons 
thrive best. He urged the society to place 
schools and churches in Utah.

“ its power as w ill convince them of the 
" the hopelsssuess of resistance.” 


It would be a welcome relief from Conk­ 
ling editorials if journals would give more at­ 
tention to questions of farming. The Denver 
News and the Christian Union have already 
made a move in a good direction and the Union 
in speaking of the importance of farming says 
“Agriculture regulates the balance of trade 
“abroad, pays foreign debts and national, state 
“and local taxation. 
Not in flippant fancy but 
“in stubborn fact the fiirmers constitute thi 
“bone and sinew of the nation, while through 
“the growth of general scholarship and intel 
“ligence they are also becoming active think 
“ers. They are taking broader and more just 
“views of the great questions of the day—the 
“questions of transportation and other monop- 
“olies, of taxation, of national and state 
“finance.” 


The iron trade of Great Britain has not par­ 
ticipated in the general business recover}’ that 
has followed the stagnation of 1876-79. There 
Is a reduction of over 86,000,000 in the value 
of pig iron exported from that country for the 
four first months of 1881 as compared with 
1880. 
The total reduction in the value of 
iron and steel exported during the same time 
is SIS,300,000. 
This is partly due to a falling 
off in prices as well as quantity. The only 
manufactures of iron that hold their own are 
railroad iron aud cast or wrought iron. The 
decreasing prices of English iron must have 
their effect in keeping down prices in this 
country. Whenever the reduction on the 
other side reaches the point that enables im­ 
porters to pay duties and m arket the foreign 
iron in this country the danger signals should 
be raised. There must be a stoppage of pro­ 
duction and a surrender of our markets 
or else a lowering of prices to such a degree 
that the home-made iron cannot be undersold. 


The new French tariff signalizes a return 
on 
the part of France to 
a 
stringent 
protective system, and will seriously affect 
the trade of England with th at country. 
Formerly the exports to France from England 
have been often 8'J0,000,000, and the exports 
to England from France nearly four times as 
much. The Courier Journal says: 
“ The 
“ French protectionists having succeeded in 
getting the duties on imported textile falu­ 
nes increased from 25 to 210 per cent., 
“ the manufacturers will proceed to bleed the 
“ unfortunate people whom they pretend to 
be serving. English m anufacturers will be 
injured somewhat by 
this protectionist 
“ movement, as France takes about 10 per 
“ cent, of British exports. 
The French move- 
“ ment was caused by dull trade, the result of 
“ bad harvests. The m anufacturers (as the 
“ same class did in this country) have been 
“ declaring that the trade depression was en- 
“ tirely due to the admission of foreign goods, 
“ and that the salvation of tbe country do- 
“ pends on a prohibitory tariff. Our Ameri- 
“ can manufacturers of textile fabrics, who 
“ axe continually crying for m arket for their 
“ goods, are more effectually shut out of 
“ France than ever. 
The French tariff is 
“ their own medicine administered to them. 
“ If they were candid they would say they do 
“ not like it,» 


The coercion act has failed to put an end 
to disorder in Ireland. 
Indeed lawlessness 
has increased, since the bill passed parlia­ 
ment, and hardly a day passes that arrests- 
under its provisions are not made. The ques­ 
tion of Ireland’s future, and w hat shall be 
done, grows momentarily more serious, and 
the late address to the Gladstone ministry of 
Archbisliop Croke will not tend to lessen the 
difficulty in which the whole matter is at 
present involved. 


The archbishop speaks plainly and earnest­ 
ly, and presents Ireland’s side of the question 
with a terseness and earnestness and an ap 
parent truthfulness which will command re­ 
spect and attention. 
H e advises Gladstone to 
blot out from the statute books the eviction 
law, and says: 
“Let me ask Mr. Glad­ 
s to n e what has become of the 800 families 
“onee so happy in their hum ble homes, who 
“have disappeared from the parish. Many 
“have gone to the grave; 
many to the work 
“house, 
and many to the great republic 
“of 
the 
west, 
bearing 
with 
them 
“undying hatred to the country that banished 
“them from their native land.” A t the sauie 
time he advises the people to avoid bringing 
themselves 
into 
collision 
with 
the au­ 
thorities. 
He says: 
“T hey are too strong 
“for 
you 
If 
not, 
even 
for 
con- 
“science’s sake, for our own preservation, 
“for the sake of expediency, if not of princi­ 
p le , we must act on the defensive. We must 
“offer passive resistance to those opposed to 
“us. In that way they will get tired of the 
“contest, because a whole united people has 
“never yet been defeated.” 


His gnue describes fully the present posi­ 
tion and aims of the land league, and declares 
that the movement is not a revolutionary one, 
but a constitutional and lawful one. 
The 
declaration of the archbishop is in the fol­ 
lowing vigorous language: 
“ We do not in- 
“tend to violate any law. 
W e intend to 
“exhaust all 
constitutional 
remedies: we 
“are perfectly certain that the elasticity 
“of the 
constitution 
will allow us the 
“means 
of working energetically to 
the 
“last and finally achieving the results we aim j 
“at. 
We wish to produce an effect on Eng­ 
lan d , not by physical force or by any mani­ 
festations of physical force, but by moral 
“means. Wa want to m ake our grievances 
“known to the world; to tell France, and 
“Spain, and Italy, and the U nited States, and 
“the 
great 
colonies 
th at 
acknowledge 
“the sway of Great Britain as does this coun- 
“try, that we have been kept down by bayonets 
“to the present time, and that by bayonets we 
“are kept down at present. 
Please God, we 
“are now fully determined, bayonets or no 
“bayonets 
to 
proclaim 
at 
all 
events 
“our wants and to proclaim that we will not be 
“satisfied until we get our rights and enlist 
“in our behalf no swords, 
no guns, no 
“cannon, not Spain or Italy or the United 
“States, but the intelligent opinion of all the 
•‘intelligent nations of the world. 
Therefore, 
“this is not a revolutionary movement, but is 
“conducted by the most religious people in 
“the world, and backed up by the best, most 
“holy, most self-sacrificing, m ost faithful and 
“most uncompromising priesthood 
in the 
“word.” 


Such utterances as these, and delivered at 
the present time will occasion much comment. 
Interest in the subject will increase, and the 
Gladstone ministry must realize that the 
whole question must receive most careful, 
and most earnest consideration. 
The Irish 
people are determined and it is unquestion­ 
able that they have right on their side. 
If 
the advice of his Grace is beetled, and Irish­ 
men determine not to resort iu fnree, which 
will not avail against the strong power with 
which they must contend, if they will but 
resort to argument and meet statem ent with 
statement, they will ultim ately gain more than 
by endeavoring to light against odds so great. 


No one doubts the sincerity of Gladstone 
in his consideration of the question. 
The ma­ 
jority of the English also w ould gladly see 
Ireland’s wrongs righted. T he relief bill now 
hefore parliament has certain provisions cal­ 
culated to relieve the people, bu t Irishm en are 
determined upon 
having radical 
changes 
and unless these are given there will be no 
lasting settlement. 


inent. They will scatter over our territory. 
The hardships they will hare to undergo will 
not be a tithe of w hat they have borne at 
home. The taxes are low; there is no aris­ 
tocracy to provide for, and no army to be 
forced Into. 
J u s t so long as we offer these in­ 
inducements ju st so long will the stampede 
from Europe continue. 
W e will reap richer 
harvests, and those coming to us will receive 
better pay. 


But it should not be supposed that this state 
of affairs will last for ever. 
Europe will 
awake to the fact sooner or later that she is 
losing her m echanics, her farm ers and her 
laborers. She cannot afford to lose all these, 
and long before she is entirely depopulated, 
or before 
wre 
are 
crowded 
to 
suffo­ 
cation 
reform 
m easures 
will 
be 
instituted. 
Indeed there are reforms already 
in two at least of the European states. France 
is a republic w ith a peasantry the most pros­ 
perous of any in Europe, alm ost of any in 
the world. 
Since the downfall of Napoleon, 
and during the years of her republican life, 
France has goue steadily upw ard and onward. 
The people are too prosperous to wish to leave 
their homes, and the result is that- while dis­ 
integrating forces are at work in England, 
Russia and Germany, and are depopulating 
those countries, France more than holds her 
own, and her population is increasing. 
Italy 
also has a most liberal monarchy. 
She will 
soon become a republic. 


The fact is then th at reforms alone will save 
Europe from becoming depopulated and us 
from over-crowding. 
Once let the people 
abroad enjoy a life which is free from the bur­ 
den of the privileged classes: let monarchs 
work or starve, compel armies to be reduced, 
make taxes lighter, and then the peasantry 
will begin to live. 
They exist now; but with 
concessions to their comfort, they will gladly 
remain at home. 
There will be a more gen­ 
eral happiness when there are reorganized 
governments, and low taxes, but we will have 
fewer immigrants. To keep those we have, we 
must regulate our little abuses; there will 
then be 110 stampede for their old homes of 
those who are coming to us w ith gladness. 


SHALL THERE BE A CHOICE OF EVILS? 


A stalwart in N"ew Y ork City has made out 
a schedule of procedure which he thinks will 
secure the success of Conkling. 
The plan is 
briefly that the present senate will adjourn 
without a choice. 
A fter that Governor Cor­ 
nell will call a special session. 
The adminis­ 
tration men will not be able to defeat Conk­ 
ling and therefore should they throw' the vote 
before the people and thus secure the return 
of democratic senators the administration 
party will be responsible for delivering the 
state of New York over to the democrats.

Cit y , June 0—Saturday the Ut3 commission­ 
ers met in conference with the head chief, 
Sapavanaro, of the Utes, and his sub-chiefs 
Shavano, Piah, Alahandra and others. 
There 
was at least twelve hundred Utes about the 
agency. Thé scenes within Agent Berry’s 
office were exciting, dramatic and perilous in 
the extreme. The Ute Indian commissioners, 
Messrs. Mears, Russell and McMorris, were 
present. Each Indian was heavily aimed, 
and when the 
talk began 
the building 
was surrounded 
by Utes who 
occupied 
every available spot to listen to the conference. 
Being regular ration day, together with the 
widely circulated information among the 
Utes, a larger number were present than 
usual. The TJtes were told by the com­ 
missioners, through an interpreter, that the 
commission had 
come to the agenej’ for 
the purpose of carrying out 
the 
terms 
of 
the 
treaty entered 
into 
last year; 
that 
it 
was 
the 
wish 
and 
inten­ 
tion of the 
government to 
accomplish 
the terms of this treaty as expeditiously as 
possible and remove the Utes upon the new 
reservation. 
This announcement had per­ 
ceptibly unfavorable impression upon Chief 
Sapavanaro as well as upon Shavano and the 
other sub-chiefs. The Utes were furthermore 
• informed by the commissioners that it was 
decided to expedite matters with them and 
permit of very little talk. 
They were further 
told that the president was disposed to treat 
them fairly and justly but an enforcement of 
the stipulations of the treaty was absolutely 
paramount to eveyrthing else ; that they were 
to be located upon a new reservation and no 
deviation from this determination was possi­ 
ble. 


Shavano, the leading sub-chief, exclaimed 
loudly that there never was a treaty made 
neither this one under consideration nor any 
other, and boldly demanded to know who 
signed a treaty. 
He was soon informed that 
every Indian present signed to this. Shavano 
made no answer. The chiefs were informed 
that they could select five Utes to accompany 
the commission to the new Reservation. 
Should they decline to make a selection the 
commission would proceed without them to 
locate their reservation and remove the agen­ 
cy thereon. Five Utes, among whom were 
head Chief Sapavanaro, have been selected by 
Agent Berry and ordered to report to the 
agency Wcdensday. 


Shavano was very bold in his talk. 
He 
claimed that himself and Chipeta, Ouray’s 
widow, owned the Uncompaghre valley. 
The 
chiefs were given to understand that steps 
would be pursued to successfully accomplish 
the mission of the commission. 
Thepresence 
of the military kept the Utes under submis­ 
sion. The presence of reinforcements of 
military has clearly demonstrated that were 
they absent the Utes would have ref used to go 
to the new reservation. 


Agent Berry's influence with them on Satur­ 
day prevented more exciting scenes and they 
gracefully accepted the inevitable. M atters 
are quiet to-day. 
Very few Indians are hov­ 
ering about the agency. They may return 
Monday for another pow-wow which will be 
refused. The Uts Indian commission have 
been here nearly two weeks. 
No orders for 
an escort have been received from Washington. 
Valuable time is passing awaiting these or­ 
ders.

Quotations for the Current Month in Phila­ 
delphia. 


W e have received the following circular 
g iv in g th e current rates for wool from Coates 
B rothers, wool merchants of Philadelphia: 
“T h e w ool year has just closed. 
Old Wool is 
w ell sold up and hardly enough left to make 
q uotations. 
N ew wool is beginning to arrive 
from southern sections, but it is later than 
u su al and markets are not established on it. 
It is therefore difficult to make quotations that 
m ay be reliable for any length of time. 
Dur­ 
in g the past few days there has beeu a. better 
feelin g in this market aud fuller values have 
been obtained. 
This may be the result of a 
better trade iu dry goods, or be occasioned by 
th e scarcity of wool here, or perhaps because 
m anufacturers and dealers in wool are now 
satisfied that they will not be able to buy of 
th e grow ers as low as has been expected. The 
London auctions are progressing favorably, 
prices b eing well maintained on most descrip­ 
tions. 
T h e prospect now seems to be that we 
sh all liuve a good trade at fair prices through­ 
ou t the com ing summer.

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DEAD IF HIS BED. 


A Young Man Cuts His 
Throat. 


The Whole Affair Wrapped 
in the Deepest Mystery. 


L u st even ing about fifteen m in utes after 
n in e tw o gentlem en stepped into the editorial 
room o f th e G a z k ttk and inquired who w as 
th e c ity coroner, and where he could be found. 
Upon being questioim ed as to who required 
1 he services o f the coroner, he stated that a 
m an w ho had for several days past been in 
th e em p loy o f Judge Corcoran, had com m itted 
su ic id e by cutting his throat. 


A reporter of the Gazette at once proceed­ 
ed to the residence of Judge Corcoran, on 
South Nevada avenue, where he learned the 
following particulars in the case. 
Late Fri­ 
day morning a man, giving the name of 
John Gillesten, called at Judge Corcoran’s 
office, in Bennett Brothers1 building, in eomv-n 
of 
saj mg mat lie was ready and 


willing to do most anything. The judge see­ 
ing that the young man was earnest in what 
he was saying, told him that, his wife was In 
need of a man to help her do some house 
cleaning, and if he was willing to accept that 
kind of work he would take him to the house. 
Gillesten brightened up in the face when he 
ascertained that he could at least get tempor­ 
ary employment, and he seemed only too glad 
to- accept Judge Corcoran’s offer. 
He pro­ 
ceeded at once to Judge Corcoran’s residence 
where he was given some light work about the 
huii-M*. 
It seei.is that previous to the time

Km)lire house t*n Cascade avenue, also at the 
Spaulding house. Saturday evening last, after 
completing his work, Mrs. Corcoran offered to 
pay him for the services rendered, but Gilles­ 
ten refused to accept the money tendered him, 
saying that he considered his hoard sufficient- 
remuneration for the work he had done. Mrs. 
Corcoran rather insisted on his taking the 
money, but he declined to do so. Early in the 
evening. Mrs. Corcoran, who was very well 
pleased with the way in which the young man 
acted and performed hi« work, told him that 
ii was useless for him to be paying board at 
tin1 hotel, and if he wished lie could remove

ent employment.

melancholy and indisposed, hut a.- lie was in 
poor health nothing was thought of it.

About o o'clock last evening Gillesten »aid: 
that he felt tired and unwell, and asked Mrs. 
Corcoran

Mr-. Corcoran remarked that sin* 
expected a little company of visitors in during 
the evening, and that she would want him to 
gel some ice out of the cellar, but that she 
would call hint when she wanted him. 
In­ 
stead of going to hi* room he remained around 
the house until is o'clock, at which time he 
brought a lamp into the sitting room, where 
the family with several friends were engaged 
in playing whist. As (iillesten turned to 
leave the room one of the ladies complimented 
him on the excellent manner in which he had 
ele med the lamp, which compliment 
he 
acknowledged with a pleasant smile as he 
closed the door. This was the last time that 
John Gillesten was seen alive. 


The family still continued at their game of 
whist, little thinking that in the room just 
above their heads John (iillesten was lying in 
the agonies of death. Shortly before nine 
o’clock Mrs. Corcoran having need lor the ice 
heretofore spoken of entered the kitchen and 
opening the door at the foot ot' the steps lead­ 
ing up to (lillesten’s room she called him by 
name but received no reply. Her calls were 
repeated several times with the same result, 
and seeing that the lamp was burning bright 
ly in John’s room, she ascended the stairs 
a.id entered tile room thinking to awake him 
from iiis sound sleep. He was lying face 
downward and upou his cot with his clothes 
still on. 
Mrs. Corcoran stepped to the side of 
the cot and placing her hand upon his shoul­ 
der gave him a slight shake, at the same time 
calling him by name. Imagine her surprise 
when a glittering razor covered with blood 
-lid from his hand upon the white pillow be­ 
neath his head. 


One glance more told the story, for the pil­ 
low and sheet under his head were covered 
with blood. Mrs. Corcoran rushed to the room 
below and gave the alanu. l'’or a moment all 
was consternation, and we can safely say that 
a game of w hist never came to a more speedy 
conclusion. 
The gentlemen proceeded to the 
room alxwe to ascertain for a certainty wheth­ 
er the man was really dead, a- Mrs. Corcoran 
u :i.- so frightened at the ghastly sight that she 
did not wait *.o learn. Although the body 
was still warm, there was not the slightest 
m ovem ent of the heart or pulse. 


Judge Corcoran and Captain Givens started 
out immediately with the intention of notify­ 
ing the coroner, and called at the G a z e t t e 
oliiee a- above .-luted. While at the residence 
of Judge Corcoran the Gazkhk reporter % is- 
iied the room in which the dreadful deed had 
been committed ami- where the ghastly re­ 
m ain- still laid. Whan lirst entering the 
room there was nothing that would convey 
the impression that anj thing unusual had 
happened. To the left of the door, as oue en­ 
tered, stood the cot on which the self-murder­ 
er lay. while to the left was a small table 
.. n 
which 
the 
lamp 
t1 a rued 
brightly. 
T he dead w an lay with his back to those who 
entered, aud vritii4lhe exception of tlie bloody 


razor which lay in plain sight on th e pillow at 
his head, not a trace of blood could be seen. 
Only by leaning over the rem ains co u ld the 
horrors of the situation be realized- 
A large 
pool of blood had gathered up o n th e bed 
clothes, and more was trickling fro m a ghast­ 
ly gash in the throat, extending alm o st from 
ear to ear. The features of the d ead m an pic­ 
tured bnt little agony, and it w as ap p aren t 
that he had died comparatively easy. 


Just as the reporter turned to leave the 
room he discovered a sheet of note p a p er upon 
which was some writing laying on th e stand 
beneath the lamp. 
It proved to be a letter 
wTitten by the deceased and the follow ing is 
an exact copy: 


Colorado Spkxxgs, 1S81. 


FjttKND ok C olorado:—I ’ve done n o m ur­ 
der and no stealing, don’t know w h a t should 
be treated so. ' If 1 have said or sin n ed against 
god and men, god will forgive b u t n o t m en. 
Mr. Givens please send my money a n d clothes 
to my brother in Lafayette, Ind. 
H Tlie letter contained no signature, a n d was 
written irregardless of gram m atical construc­ 
tion and spelling. 
Gillesten is a n a tiv e of 
Sweden anil is about thirty years o f age. 
He 
has two brothers living in Indiana, w h ere he 
lived before coming to Colorado. 
T h e de­ 
ceased was In the employ of C aptain Givens 
on his ranch for several months, an d th e Cap­ 
tain says that he never had a m ore fa ith fu l or 
industrious man to work for him . A n inquest 
will be held to-day.

1S4'> nearly three thousand houses were de­ 
stroyed, and the loss was estimated at eight 
millions of dollars. 
In 18ii2 ami 186!/ other 
fires did considerable injury, but it 
was 
thought that now the security was greater 
from the fact that the city was provided with 
an efficient lire department. 
But the sense of 
security seems to have been without founda­ 
tion, for yesterday's lire demoralized the de­ 
partm ent and held full carnival. 
The scenes 
were sim ilar to those witnessed in Boston and 
Chicago, and nothing could be done to pre­ 
vent thu uprcmling of the tlames. 
The ut­ 
most confusion is reported to have prevailed. 
The streets became blocked, and whatever 
aid the departm ent might have rendered was 
hindered by the masses of curious and fright­ 
ened spectators. 
Flames tilled the streets, 
and lapped lip the wooden houses in sw ift 
succession. 


The latest despatches report that the lire is 
probably under control. 
It is hardly possible 
that much of the St. John suburb iias been 
saved. 
H ad it not been for the walls extend­ 
ing on either side of St. John's Gate, the 
houses of the walled portion of Quebec might 
have been destroyed. 'I bis would have been a 
still m ore serious calamity, for within these 
walls are some of the most interesting build­ 
ings the city contains-. 
The cathedral of 
Notre Dame would have hcen the 1ir«t to have j 
suffered, and this editico contains many valu­ 
able collections, w hile the !'Diversity with its 
famous library would not perhaps lmve es­ 
caped. 


The tire is not likely to interfere with the 
'm siness of the city. 
The city w har\es, the 
custom house and the principal warehouses 
are untouched, they being ail in the old town. 
Nor will the loss fall upon the poorer classes. 
The suburb is principally inhabited by the 
well to do «‘lasses, and by the richer mer­ 
chants.

have three of my morning papers delivered 
the m orning before, and they seem to have 
have pretty much the same news as the next 
m orning’s papers, as well as the same ad­ 
vertisem ents of last month's steamers.

Meeting of the Horticultural 
Society. 


Animated Discussion of Flow­ 
ers and Fruit. 


The El Paso County Horticultural society 
met in the council room Inst evening, Presi­ 
dent Parsons in the chair, Mr. Allen secreta­ 
ry. The minutes of the last meeting were 
read and adopted. 


The chair stilted that he had talked over the 
irrigation question with Commissioner Mar­ 
tin, who thought that a better distribution of 
water could be made than was made last year. 
The question of irrigation was talked over at 
length, the members generally expressing 
the opinion that there is not as much water 
in the ditches as there should be at this time 
of the year. The view was expressed and 
heartily endorsed that the water should be 
distributed ehieily among those who go to the 
expense and trouble 
of cutivating their 
ground, ami in proportion to the area culti­ 
vated. 


The question of the cultivation of 
” 1111 
county was discuss­ 
ed at length. Mr. Ege thought that we should 
ifive more attention to our native flowering 
plant*. The chairman also spoke of thenum- 
tw and beauties of the wild flowers of Colo­ 
rado and did nut doubt that they could be cul­ 
tivated to advantage. Mr. Allen stated that 
h* believed that he was going to be successful 
in ruukintr the evergreens bought of Messrs. 
< 'hast* <& Co. live. They had started to grow 
«uni were looking well. 


Mr. .Snyder showed the root of a plant that 
had been destroyed by a small.white worm of 
which he spoke at a former meeting. 
Mr. 
Kge gave his theory of the origin of the worths 
spoken of by Mr. .Snyder. 
He believed that 
i he\ came from green manure, he had found 
many of them in such material. 


Maj. McAllister asked the views of the 
members touching the proper method of treat- 
big this year’s growth of grape vines.

Mr. I’argons thought that the new 
vines upon which no grapes had formed 
>bould be fut off and the ends of all the 
others pinched off at once. 


The society drifted into the discussion of 
strawberry culture. Major McAllister said 
that his Crescents had ripened on the. tirst in- 
■<-uuit, ami since that he had picked them reg­ 
ularly.

I’is berries were ripening, but he had not pick­ 
ed any vet. 
Major McAllister said that he

How to Beautify Our Homes. 


We noticed in the front yard of Mr. O. II. 
Peck’s residence some of the handsomest col­ 
umbines w e have ever seen. There were two 
varieties, the cvrulea and the Chrumntha, 
truly an edition of nature’s book, in blue and 
gold. We learned from Mr. Peck that the 
plants were taken from Cheyenne Canon two 
years ago and have greatly improved under 
cultivation. We counted upon a single plant 
yesterday more than two hundred buds and 
flowers. People in passing often stop to ad­ 
mire the*e beautiful flowers which are as 
beautiful ao any fuschias that wo have ever 
seen aud are yet hardy and to the manor bora. 


Our citizens gcn«*ra!!y might taka a hint 
from this very successful experiment of 3Ir. 
Peck's and adorn their door yards with native 
flowers. This matter of bringing under cul­ 
tivation the uative flowers and shrubs of Col­ 
orado should receive more attention.in the fu­ 
ture than it has in the past, and we call espec­ 
ial attention to this instance for the purpose 
of encouraging others to 90 wt4 do likewise.

Between the fulfillment of 
these two commissions he has executed sev­ 
eral tittle jobs of an analogous character at 
home. 
He has paid his tribute to depart­ 
ed greatness in an English churchyard, and a 
day or two later has produced his best speci­ 
mens of beaming sympathetic gladness on the 
occasion of a nuptual ceremony hi an ancient j 
shrine. 
B ut his business and his associations ! 
have sympathetically accompanied him; and 
wherever he has shovu himself he has been 
forcibly reminded by facts that, whatever he 
may be in the future, he is at present the 
traveling agent of the great house of Hanover 
and Guelph.

The Times, which was started on ^100,000, is 
now worth 81,~50,000; the Tribune and the 
World are now each worth £500,000, whii 
the Journal of Commerce is valued at double 
that sum. 
Hugh Hastings, when approached 
with a propo&al for the sale of the Commer­ 
cial Advertiser, •mentioned 5500,000, but as 
the items were not accepted, he felt released 
by the delay and withdrew from the jnopose.d 
transaction. 
The amount of capital invested 
in the daily papers of this city is probably 
not less than £8,000,000.

days, however, they could all have been 
bought for one-sixteenth that .sum. Their 
real value was probably as follows:

Premiers in Westminster Abbey. 


Boston .Hurnld. 


The first prime minister actually buried .and 


'commemorated in the abbev, srtys the London 
Saturday Keview, was Chatham. 
Neither 
Harley iior Walpole, to whom the title of pro-, 
mier was first applied in au invidious sense, 
are commemorated, though Horace Walpole 
placed a statute in the south aisle of .,E(enry 
VII.'s chapel to the memory of- his riiother, 
the first wife of the minister, paying,, as he 
grudgingly notes, £40 for the site to the dean 
and chaptei'. Walnola'arlv^»/8iauhQuie--J?84; 
firs stat\ie,~Hi6UgTfi'lJie is- minwl atTJlievenlng, 
and his monument at the entrance of the 
choir, over against that of Sir Isaac-Newton, 
may be taken as tlie earliest precedent for the 
intended Beaconstteld memorial. Compton 
and Carteret, who may be accounted premiers 
at one time or another after the fait of Wal- 
pole nnd before the rise of Chatham, aro not 
commemorated, but Pulteuey, Earl of .Bath, 
and his family are buried in tho "Islip chapel. 
Pulteney was never premier in the modern 
sense of the. word. Bute is unmentioned in 
the abbey records; Kockingham and North 
and Liverpool are equally without notice. But 
to CuUtlwm was assigned the honor of aeon- 
test between Westminster and London for the 
possession of his body.. The citizens would 
Uave buried liiiu in their great cathedral, and, 
as Horace Walpole observes, would have 
"robbed Peter to pay Paul." They urged that 
he had contributed so much by his vigor and 
counsels to tlte protection of commerce that 
they ougnt to be allowed to offer him this 
mark of gratitude aud veneration. It must be 
admitted, in the face of subsequent events, 
that, not only would there have been a cer- 
tain appropriateness in this making the tqriib 
of the great, commoner iu the city, but also 
that it would there have occupied a more dis- 
tinguished position than it does among 
crowd of similar memorials iu the abbey. The 
number of lesser' politicians whose monu- 
ments surround his does something to obscure 
his greatness. But parliament ruled it other- 
wise; his dust miist mingle, it was said, with 
the dust of kings; and the north transept hot 
ever since been made a "statesman's corner.' 


;Tlie 'monument of Chatham, •incongruous as 
it is iu a Gothic building, would have lookett 
better lif St. Paul's. It is in many respects to 
be reckoned in the masterpiece of Bacon. The 
figures of Britannia, supported by the pceai 
aud the earth, and of Prudence andJPortitude 
'which support the central statue, are line ii 
their way; butBacoiij in making the. port-nil 
of Chatham true to life, and using parliiununfr 
ary robes instead of classiisal armor or "an an 
tkjue habit," set an example to his successor 
in. the art of monumental sculpture. Stnuig 
to suy, tho artist .himself wrote the inscriptioi 
which appears upon tho base. Its brevity L

The robberies of houses, stores and rail- 


way stations within fifty miles or so of Pater- 
son, N. J., during the past three months have 
led to the discovery, uscordinK to the New 
York Sun, that a whole family "have been 
criminals from infancy, and their children 
have been regularly'trained to follow hi their 
footsteps.

Cows and horses 
from burning stables ntshed half maddened 
through the crowd. The fire originated In n 
stable, when the flames spread to the snr- 
ronndlng wooden buildings, and the whole 
neighborhood was soon a mass of flames for 
some hundred feet, the flames from other 
side streets overlapping In the middle and 
completely closing them. The firemen allege 
that four wooden houses were found on fire by 
them when they arrived upon the scene, and 
with water absent and unattainable 
for 


some twenty minutes it was impossible 
for them to obtain the mastery The hyr 
drants threw good streams when water came 
into the ward, but too late to be of much ser- 
vice. When the fire spread as above describ- 
ed the men of the fire brigade lost all control 
over any portion of it. Their necessary sub- 
division into so many parties was a weakness. 
The flames swept onward with almost light- 
ning rapidity and the fury of .the devouring 
element knew no bounds but the city's out-; 
skirts and none who failed to see them would 
be inclined to credit the rate at which they 
swept all before them. The greater part of 
Daquillon, West street, Geiievieve street and 
Beet street was destroyed. When the flames 
appeared in St. John street further out at one 
o'clock, the clanging bell of St. John's church in 
rapid alarming tones 
told • of. the danger 
to that property, and summoned assistance. 
The whole efforts of the fire brigade were im- 
mediately bent on saving the sacred edifice, 
but to no avail. Nothing was saved but the 
sacred vessels and some of the most valuable 
plate and f urniture of the sanctuary. The fire 
had possess'on of the noble structure; in al- 
most less space of time than it takes to tell the 
finest and largest church in that city was 
doomed. Next after the church came the 
friars' school opposite, and still the lire swept 
on. Trusting as if confident that so majestic 
an edifice could neverfall a prey to any of the 
elements, the neighbors round carrried their 
household goods to the front of the church 
and there piled them at the very door of the 
sanctuary. All was irretrievably lost. 
The 


church was worth at least §100,000; insurance 
only §10,000. At the foot of Jupiter street, 
below the Bartholot market, the flames had 
crossed from the lower side of the street and 
from this point they flew west along that fine 
avenue, keeping pace with the other division 
of the conflagation opposite. It spread south- 
ward to the Bartholot market place, destroy- 
ing'everything as far out as there were build- 
ings to be destroyed. Somerfield alone stayed 
the progress of the fire. On St. Scott street 
the fire ran up toward Grand allee at 
a 
terrrible rate of 
speed, there being 


no water, 
men, hose 
nor 
other 


appliances to stay it. Only the gap caused 
by a recent conflagration here stopped the 
total destruction of the . whole street It is 
impossible to describe the spread of the 
flames on every side and will perhaps be more 
satisfactory to give an idea of the boundaries 
of the burnt district. The only thing that the 
firemen succeeded in doing was to curb the 
fire east of Genevieve street, and here in fact 
the wind was blowing from the east and north 
east from Laturelle street up nearly to St. 
John.

It is 
impossible to give a full or correct list of the 
sufferers and losses and insurance at the 
present moment but all the insurance com- 
panies doing business in the city are heavy 
losers. The fire brigade and apparatus were 
quite unfit to cope with such a fire and to its 
weakness and wretched water service the 
whole disaster is due. 
Even the police and firemen are to a great 


extent demoralized. Daring robbery was car- 
ried on freely| hi full sight of everybody. 
Liquor stores and private dwellings attacked 
by naihes were ransacked for liquor which 
was openly drunk. The lowest class of citi- 
zens was represented, who frequent the low 
hovels'whose destruction is one of the least re- 
grettable features of the disaster.

Father Murphy 
was more than once seetr in the company of 
tlie police yesterday, and a flocument of some 
description handed to him. Schull was lust 
night thronged with thousands of- people., 
A intOTWho rode into«kibbereen from Schnli 
reports that the telegraph wires are lying 
across the roads in several places. The tear- 
ing up of the roads is attributed to the fear 
that the priest might be conveyed by 
a different route from Skibbereen. Father 
Murphy addressed a large multitude last night 
from his hall door, and from his language in 
cautioning the people to depart in peace lie 
left a considerable suspicion on the mind of 
his audience. A rumor was prevalent that; 
several houses in Schull had been wrecked, 
and that the ' horses and cars which 
were used for the arrest of Henry O'Mahoney, , 
the "suspect," arrested on Saturday, had beon 
thrown Into tlie harbor of Schull, To-night 
at ten o'clock a special train left Cork with u 
large number of troops for Skibbereeu, 
whence the journey will have to be accom- 
plished by road. The district is a wild and 
inaccessible one, and has been notorious as a 
hold of Fenlanism.

The iron trade of Great Britain has not par- 


ticipated in the general business recovery that 
has followed the stagnation of 1876^79. There 
is a reduction of over 86*000,000 in the value 
of pig iron exported from that country forthe 
four first months of' 1881 as compared with 
1880. 
The total reduction in the Value of 


iron and steel exported during the same tune 
is ,!?12,86o,000. This is.partly due to a falling 
off in prices as well as quantity. The only 
manufactures of iron that hold their own. ore 
railroad iron and cast or wrought iron. Tlie 
decreasing prices of English iron must have 
their effect in keeping down, prices in this 
country. Whenever the reduction on the 
other side reaches the point that enables Im- 
porters to pay duties and market the foreign 
iron in this country the danger signals should 
be raised; There must be a stoppage of pro- 
duction ami a surrender of our markets 
or else a lowering of prices to such a degree 
that the home-made iron cannot be undersold.

Such utterances as these, and delivered at 


the present time will occasion much comment 
Interest in the subject will increase, and the 
Gladstone ministry must realize that the 
whole question must receive most careful, 
and most earnest consideration.

But it should not be supposed that this state 


of affairs will last for ever. 
Europe will 


awake to the fact sooner or later that she is 
losing her mechanics, her farmers and her 
laborers. She cannot afford to'lose all these, 
and long before she is entirely depopulated, 
or before

are 
crowded to 
suffo- 


cation 
reform'

instituted. Indeed there are reforms already 
in two at least of the European states. France 
is a republic with a peasantry the most pros- 
perous of any in Europe, almost of any in 
the world. Since the downfall of Napoleon, 
and during the years of her republican life, 
France has gone steadily upward and onward. 
The people are too prosperous to wish to leave 
their homes, and the result is that while dls- 
, integrating forces are at work in England, 
Russia, pnd Germany, and. are depopulating 
those countries, France more than holds her 
own, and her population is increasing. Italy 
also hns a most liberal'monarchy. She will 
soon become » republic. 


The fact is then that reforms alone will save 


Evirbpe from becoming depopulated and us 
from over-crowding. Once let the people 
abroad enjoy a life which is free from the bur- 
den of the privileged classes; let monarchs 
work or starve, compel armies to be reduced; 
make taxes lighter, and then the peasantry 
will begin to live. They exist now; but with 
concessions to their comfort, they will gladly 
remain nt home. There will be a more gen- 
eral happiness when there are reorganized 
governments, and low taxes, but we will have 
fewer immigrants. To keep those we have, we 
must regulate our little abuses; there will 
then be no stampede for their old homes of 
those who are coming to us with gladness.

Shavano, the Jeading sub-chief, exclaimed 


loudly that there never, was a treaty made 
neither this one under consideration nor any 
other, and boldly demanded to know who 
signed a treaty. He was soon informed that 
every Indian present signed to this. Shavano 
made no answer. Tlie chiefs were informed 
that they could select five Utes to accompany 
the commission to the new Reservation. 
Should they decline to make a selection tlie 
commission would proceed without them'to 
locate their reservation and remove the agen- 
cy thereon. Five Utes, among whom were 
head Chief Sapavanaro, have been selected by 
Agent Berry and ordered to report to the 
agency Wcdensday. 


Shavano was very bold in his talk. 
He 


claimed that himself J*nd Chlpeta, Ouray's 
widow, owned the Uncompaglu-e valley. The 
chiefs were given to understand that steps 
would be pursued to successfully accomplish 
the mission of the commission. Thepresence 
of the military kept the Utes under submis- 
sion. . The- presence of reinforcements ' of 
military has clearly demonstrated that were 
they absent the Utes would have refused to go 
to the new reservation. 


Agent Berry's Influence with them on Satur- 


day prevented nioro exciting scenes and they 
gracefully accepted tile inevitable. Matters 
are quiet to-day. Very few Indians are hov- 
ering about ihe agency. They may return 
Monday for another pow-wow which will be 
refused.

LEADVILLE, June 5, ISSl.r-A trip from 


Breckenridge down the .Blue to Frisco, and 
thence up Ten Mile creek to Kokomo, is suf- 
ficently interesting to thoroughly divert one's 
attention from the discomforts of traveling by 
open stage. We left Breekenridge • at five 
o'clock in the morning, the cool, crisp.moun- 
tain air calling for the comfort of overcoats. 
For many miles the road was dry and hard 
and our bronchos treated us to.their liveliest 
efforts. The Blue river extension, of the Den- 
ver and Rip Grande railroad will have but 
few natural obstacles to overcome on this 
portion of its route. The survey stakes of 
the rood were insight for many miles down 
tlie-jrallttj'.'

giving the current rates for wool from Coates 
Brothers, wool merchants of Philadelphia: 
"Tbe'wool year has just closed.' 'Old'wool is 
well sold up and hardly enough left to make 
quotations. 'New wool Is beginning to arrive 
from southern sections, but it is later than 
usual and markets are not established on it. 
It is therefore difficult to make quotations that 
may be reliable for any length of time. Dur- 
ing the past few days there has been a better 
feeling In this market aud fuller values have 
.been.obta.lnod. This may be the result of a 
better tta'de in dry goods, or be occasioned by 
the ^cdvclty of wool here, or perhaps because 
manufacturers and dealers in wool are now 
satisfied that they will not be able to buy of 
the growers as low as has been expected. The 
. London 'auctions are progressing favorably, 
prices being well maintained on most descrip- 
tions.

DEAD IN HIS BED, 


A Young Man ' Cuts His 


Throat, 


The Whole Affaif Wfappe 


in the Deepest Mystety, 


Last evening about fifteen minutes afte 


nine two gentlemen stepped Into the editoria 
room of the GAZETTE and inquired who was 
|the city coroner, and where he could be fount 
Upon being questionned as to who requlret 
ihe services of the coroner, he-stated that 
man who had for several days past been in 


' the employ of Judge Corcoran, had committee 


suicide by cutting his throat. 


A reporter of the GAZETTE at once proceed 


ed to the residence of Judge Corcoran, on 
Smith' Nevada avenue,: where he learned the 
following particulars in the case. Late Fri 
day morning a -inati, giving the name of 
John Gillesten, called at Judge Corcoran's 
office, iu Bennett Brothers*>buildlnjf, ln>o«rer 
pf ei»iJ°j-""=|tt,"saynigtnatTie was ready am 
willing to.do most anything. The' judge see- 
ing that the young man was earnest in what 
he was saying, told him that his wife was In 
need of a man to help her do some house 
cleaning, and if he was willing to accept that 
kind of work he would take him to the house. 
Gillesten brightened up In the face when he 
ascertained that he could at least get tempor- 
ary emplpyment, and he seemed only top glad 
to- accept Judge Cprcorau's offer. He pro- 
ceeded at once to Judge Corcoran's residence 
where he was given some ligiit work about the 
house. It seei.is that previous to the lime 
that he made application at Judge Corcorau's 
office for work, he had been boarding at the 
Empire house'6*11 Cascade avenue, also at the 
Spaulding house. Saturday evening last, after 
completing his work, Mrs. Corcoran, offered to 
pay him for the services rendered, but Gilles- 
ten refused to accept the money tendered him, 
saying that he considered his board sufficient 
remuneration for the work he had done. Mrs. 


/Corcoran rather jnsteted on his taking the 


money, but he declined to do so. Early in the 
evening, Mrs. Corcoran, who was very well 
pleased with the way; in which the young man 
acted and performed his work, told him' that 
it wn.s useless for him to be paying board at 
the lintel, and If he wished lie could remove 
his 
trutik 
to the 
house, and 
remain 


there until ho had secured some perman- 
ent employment. 
Gillesten accepted this 


proposition and had his trunk removed from 
the hotel, but instead of placing it in the 
. room set aside for his use he persisted in leav- 
ing it on the back porch, where it still re- 
mains. Mrs. Corcoran had upon several oc- 
casions noticed 1 hat Gillesten was at times 
melancholy and Indisposed, but as he was in 
poor health nothing was thought of it. 
Yes- 


terday morning lie complained ef being un- 
well iiiid intimmed that'he would have to con- 
sult 11 physicSim, but did not tip so. He was 
around the lion.*' as usual during the diiy; 
performing light vhures and assisting Mrs. 
Corcoran in various ways. 


About 5 o'clock last evening Gillesten said 


that he felt tired and unwell, and asked Mrs. 
Corcoran it 
there 
was anything more 


for him to do; if not he would" fay down for 
.! while. Mrs. Corcoran remarked that sin* 
expected a little company of visitors in during 
the livening, and that she would' want him to 
get some ice out of the cellar, but that she 
would call him when she wanted him. In-, 
stead of going to hi* room he remained around 
the house until S o'clock, ut which time he 
brought a lamp into the sitting /room, where 
the family with several frieuds were engaged 
in playing .whist. As Gillesteu turned to 
leave the room one. of the ladies complimented' 
him on the excellent manner in which lie had 
clemed" the lamp, which compliment he 
acknowledged with a-pleasaut smile as he. 
closed the dppr. This was the .last time that 
John Gillesten was. seen alive. 


The family still continued at their game pf 


whist, little thinking that In the room just 
abpve their heads John Gillesten Svas lying in 


.. the agonies of death.' Shortly before nine 


o'clock Mrs. Corcoran having ntied for the Ice 
heretofore spoken of entered the kitchen and, 
opening tlie Uoor at the foot of the steps lead- 
ing up to (jlllesteu's room she called him by 
name but received no reply. Her calls were 
repeated several times with the same result, 
uad seeing that the lamp-was burning bright- 
ly in John's room, she ascended the stairs 
a.id eiifcred til«.ro6m'"thiJikiug to awake him' 
from his sound sleep,' He was lying face 
'downward and upon his pot with • his clothes' 
still on. . Mrs, Corcoran stepped to the side of 
the cot and placing her baud upon his shoul- 
der gave him a slight shake, at the same time 
calling him by name. Imagine her surprise 
wlien a glittering razor covered with blood 
slid from his bund upon the white pillow be^ 
neath his Jieud.

One glance more told the story, for the pil- 


low and sheet, under his head were covered 
with blood. Mrs. Corcoran rushed to the room 
below and gave the alarm. For a moment all

I asked them why 
they did .not deliver tlie paper the same day it 
\vas printed, and they told me if I preferred 
I could get my paper in the evening. Now I 
have three of my morning papers delivered 
the morning before, and they seem to have 
have pretty much the same news as the next 
morning's papers, as well as the same ad- 
vertisements of last month's,steamers. 


This is the land of contrasts in everything, 


aud if the newspapers here are vacant as far 
as news is concerned, they are a. great, suc- 
cess from the' able editorial view.
